"Draw poker is-getting to be quite n 


popular gumo in Boston? 
Well, J 


shoukl s;iy so my boy," said a promi- 
nent sporting tnau, as ho twirled his 
oiustaohocompluocnUy. 
"Ajid a good 


g:ime it is, too." 


"Why, uuy man can go in :md play 


,faro or roulette with just as much 
'chnnce of winning as an. old hand at 
Ithe business. 
But when it comes to 


pokor.-why, it takes nerve and no little 
skill. It isn't every man you meet thai 
.can sit behind a, 'full house" or a 'flush' 
»ucl play it for all it is worth without 
giving himself away.-" 


"Whore is all tho playing done?" 
"Why 
every where 
and 
anywhere. 


The great night forplaying is Saturday 
night, and it is getting to be quite the 
thing to form litilo poker club.s of from 
four-Co six, nnd sit down to a little quiet 
game until 12 o'clock, aud then quit 
:§oino parties meet at tho rooms of the 
members, when they happen to board 
at a hotol or haven't a wife or mother 
who objects if they play at home. Then 
others meet at regular poker-rooms 
kept for this purpose. 
At these rooms 


the houKO generally lias uiutin who sits 
in with the party and banks. 
Ho takes 


his chances along with the rest, and if 
ho i.sn'l made of the right stull', or if he 
has hard luck, he may lose quite a little 
pili: for his employers." 


"Hut, hasn't the 'house,' as you call 


it, any recompense for the use of their 
rooms except what their representative 
may win?" 


"Yes; I'll tell you how. 
You know 


when thcrois u misdeal, or when every-' 
body pusses without drawing cards, that 
nmko.s what we call it 'jack-pot.' 
Now, 


tlio game Unit in plfiyod nt most of Hrjse 
rooms is 20-e-ciH ante and SI limit. Of 
course, if it is a swell place they play a 
bigger game. 
But whatever the 'ante' 


is when there*is a 'jack-pot' each man 
)ms to put that amount in the pot, ex- 
cept the banker, who puts iu half of 
the .sum; the other half he puts through 
a hole iu the table into what is called 
the 'kitty' or 'betsy.' 
All that goes into 


thi! 'kilty' is the perijuisile of the bank, 
anil in the course of the evening it 
lunoiijils to considerable." 


"\Vluit c-lassof men play thu most, do 


you ask? 
Well, that's a hard question 


to answer. 
I guess that all classes play 


more or less. 
The high-toned fellows 


play al the clubs, nml you can bet they 
play high. 
Hundreds aud sometimes 


thousands of dollars change hands in a 
nigh:. 
Bui the men who play must nre 


the you tig fellows about town, most of 
whom have more mouey than brains, 
mid commercial men. 
The former goti- 


craHy plays a wild, reckless game, aud 
CDiiseijuenllv lose heavily. 
As they can 


nll'ord it, however, nobody pities them. 
But the drummers! Ah! they often 
maku us professional men feel weary. 
You can't tell bv their looks whether 
t.hey'vi: .struck four of a kinder a bus tod 
straight. 
And when they start in bet- 


ting, whether they have a good hand or 
are trying a bin ft', the man who wants 
lo see their hand pays for it, I tell you. 
;Jl'.s aimising to see a fresh man draw a 
'good hand. 
Ho smiles continuously,' 


'grows red and makes n strenuous ef.'ort 
lo look unconcerned. 
When it comes 


his turn to bet he generally raises the 
limit right away, arid scares everybodv. 
•out. 
Tho other night a fellow got mail 


•because ho couldn't raise £100 in a dol- 
lar-limit gatne. Those are tho fellows 
'that got llccccd. But they soon learn,' 
and you know in this world you can'ti 
g«t anything without paying for it, aud' 
experience comes particularly high." 


"But isn't this growing fondness for 


poker hurting the faro-banks?" quer- 
ied tho seeker after truth. 


"Well, I should soTCinark! And it's 


a good thing, too. These banks arc reg- 
;uiar swindles anyway, and tho man 
that begins to buck them is lost. With 
poker it's different. 
Althoug it is a fas- 


cinating game it doesn't set anyone wild 
like faro, and you can't loso as much, 
either, unless you play an awful steep 
game. 
They tell roe that some of those 


follows who struck it rich out West, i:; 
mining, play a good game, and play 
high at Washington. But. of course, 
everybody can't do that, and you'll Jinij 
!that"in the average game that's played 
herc'in the city it's very seldom that 
any one loses over thirty or forty dol- 
lars in an evening. 
And then you're 


sure of a square deal at poker, as a gen- 
eral rule; but with faro—now I'll give 
you a..pointer, having dealt in a bank 
^uysolf.onco. The chances nre nine out; 
of'ten 'Hait the dealer fixes things so that 
you aix>"$>ound to lose. 


"If yoirvvant to h'ud out any more 


about.the.gamo come around some night, 
nnd I'll gct.'you into a little party. Per- 
haps, being a newspaper man, "they'll 
let you down easv- Good uight; I must 
be on"."—Boslon Olnbc.

The Great Law of Culture. 


Successful stock growing, in nil the 


cultivated parts of the coimtrv, is hacied 
upon succosshil < rop growing" Animuls 
must be ted, anil so must tlie crops, but 
fanners do not snllieiently study the 
necessity of feeding the crops, or tho 
.best, means of doing i!,. 
The cj'ops are 


supposed to find their own food in the 
soil, with lillle or no assistance from 
ttie husbandman; btit all food usable by 
plains in the soil must be in solution, 
ami must lie in contact, with the small 
fibrous rootlets. 


There are \ cry fuw soils so poor as not 


to contain thu 1'ixnt t'ov a Jo/.en crops, 
but the mechanical condition of thesoil is 
such that the rootlets can not reach it; 
the soil should bo .so linely pulverized 
that thu lino rootlets can penetrate it in 
every direction. 
A finely pulverized 


soil i-f all brought into condition lobe 
used by growing phmts. 
This is why a 


garden soif, which is worked arid pul- 
verized so liuely, will raise two or three 
times the crop of a commonly-worked 
lield. which is left in a lumpy condition. 
If tho farmer will consider the different 
conditions of the soil in a finely pulver- 
ized condition, and tho one broken 
merely into luiup.s iw? largo as a marble 
and up to the .sixo of :i goose egg, or 
even larger, with some liue soil between 
the 
lumps, he 
will 
see that the 


plants can only penetrate between the 
luinfjH iiml run their librons roots around 
the 
lumps. 
When these lumps are 


finely pulverized they present a hundred 
times the surface for the rootlets to 
spread over mid cuinc in contact with 
die plant food. 


Jt is not extravagant to say that the 


farms of this country more need thor- 
ough 
pulverization than manure.

very small part of our land has ever 
been thorough- worked, although wo 
liuve the bc^L pu'vcri'/.iug tools aud rou- 
ouiitr.-i ever invented.

These lire derived principally from 


joruu partiuuliir causu or object. 
For 


instance. Ireland—which Julius Ciesar 
lirsl calloJ Hiberuia—is a kind of modi- 
Jeiition of Erin, or the country of tbo 
west, 


Scotland, from Scotin, n tribe which 


orijrmally came from Ireland. It was 
anciently called Caledonia, -\vhieh means 
;> mountainous country—forests 
and 


Jands. 


Portugal, the ancient Lusitania, was 


so named from a town on the River 
Douro, cuLleil Cale, opposite to which 
the fnlmbitants built a city called Porto 
or Oporto. And when the country was 
recovered from the Moors tho inhabit- 
ants combined the words and called it 
tho kingdom of Portucalo—hunce Portu- 
gal. 


Spain, tho ancient Iberia, from the 


River Iberus, or Hispania, from tho 
Phoenician s-pam'cra, which 
signifies 


abounding with rabbit--, which animals 
arc very numerous in that country— 
hence Spain. 


France, from tlib Franks, a people .of 


Germany, who conquered that country. 
Its ancient name was Celta, GauJ, or 
Gallia-Bracch.ita, the latter signifying 
striped breeches, which were worn by 
tho natives. 


Switzerland, the ancient 
Helvetia, 


was so named by tho Austrians, who 
culled Die inhabitants of these mom- 
tainous countries Sehweitzers. 


Italy received its present name from 


a renowned Prince called It'alus. 
It 


was called Hesperia, from its western 
locality. 


Holland, the ancient Batavi. n war- 


like people were so named from the 
German word holil, tho English of 
which hollow, implviug a vcrv low 
country. The inhabitants are "called 
'Dutch, from the German deutscb or 
tcutsch. 


Sweden and Norway were anciently 


called Scandinavia, which the modurn 
antiquarians thick means a country 
tho woods of which have been burnt or 
destroyed. The appellation Sweden is 
derived from Sictima, or Suitheod. The 
native term Norway, or the northern 
way, 
explains itself. 


Prussia, from Peuzzi, a Sclavonic 


race; but some writers suppose it took 
its name from Kuasio, and tho Sclavonic 
syllable po, which means adjacent or 
uear. 


Denmark means the marches, terri- 


tories, or boundaries of the Danes. 


Russia is the ancient Sarmatia, which 


has been subsequently named Muscovy. 
It derived its present name from Rusei, 
a Sclavonic tribe who founded the Rus- 
sian Monarchy. The original savage 
inhabitants used to paint their bodies, 
in order to appear more terrible in 
battle. They generally lived in the 
mountains, and their chariots were their 
onlv habitations. 


l*urkey took its uame from the i'nrks, 


or Turcomans, winch sjgnifiea wander- 
ers, and originally belonged to thje 
Scythijvns or Tartars. 
It is sometimes 


called the Ottoman Empire, from 
man, one of their 
Prairie Farmer.
